2. Applicant has added new claims 49-65 which are amended versions of claims 1 - 
20. The new claims 49-65 include additional limitations from claims 21-48 which have 
been restricted and withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected 
invention as discussed in Office Action mailed on 09/26/2005. Claims 21-48 and new 
claims 49-65 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the 
invention originally claimed for the following reasons: applicant claims identifying an 
instance of a property contained in a message or an email, for each identified instance:
